If  ever  the  qualifying  adjective  aboVe 
was  justified  iu  this  connection,  surely  it  is 
w plaee  describing  the  last  great  effort  iu 
behalf  of  Home  and  Foreign  M is* ions  that 
closed  on  the  night  of  April  31st. 

On  the  next  day  it  was  discovered  that 
« little  more  thau  two  thousand  dollars 
would  be  our  part  of  eliminating  the  debts 
entirely,  and  a call  was  mude  for  oue  more 
effort  to  bring  about  this  result.  A grati- 
fying response  was  made  that  carried  us 
nearly  to  the  #2,000  mark,  and  if  other 
•States  beside  Mississippi  and  Texas  had 
done  the  same,  our  debt  would  have  been 
so  reduced  as  to  relieve  our  embarrassment 
almost  entirely. 

1 refer  tojthis  to  show  that  our  people  are 
interested  ib  no  mere  spasmodic  manner  iu 
the  cause  of  missions,  but  with  proper  lead- 
ership are  ready  to  make  sacrifices  in  car- 
rying on  what  they  believe  to  be  the  work 
of  our  Lord.  Again  do  I thank  my  breth- 
ren and  sisters  who  came  up  the  help 
of  the  Iiord  during  the  last  great  mission 
campaign.  Your  co-operation  has  been  of 
the  noblest  character,  and  I dare  say  the 
Master  looked  on  and  said  of  it  and  your 
work  in  it  “well  done  good  and  faithful 
servants.” 

The  month  of  June  has  hitherto  been  em- 
ployed in  bdhalf  of  State  missions  so  as  to 
go  to  our  convention  free  from  debt.  This 
year  our  convention  moots  in  November, 
giving  us  six  months  instead  of  six  weeks 
as  the  interim  between  the  two  conventions. 

I can  almost  hear  the  s;gh  of  relief  that 
greets  this  statement  from  many  an  earnest 
mission  loving  pastor.  But  shall  vve  have 
no  need  for  six  months  of  mission  gifts? 
The  work  is  going  on  in  the  fields  and  mir

effort  so  as  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  change 
in  time  of  meeting.

but  the  Methodists  Say  They  Will  Im- 
merse Me — St>  I Am  Thinking  About  Join- 
ing Them— What  Would  You  Adviae?” 

My  Friend— Jl  take  it  that  you  want  my 
candid  opiniok.  I would  never  let  the 
Methodists  imhierse  me.  And  this  is  no 
effort,  primarily  to  switch  you  from  the 
Methodists  to  tne  Baptists.  If  you  arc  real- 
ly a Methodist  K;ou  ought  to  join  the  Meth- 
odists; but  if  ybu  arc  not  a Methodist,  then 
you  ougntn’t.  And  it  can  be  proven  that 
anybo ly  who  believes  that  immersion,  and 
that  only,  is  New  Testament  baptism,  is  no 
Methodist.  Yes,  the  Methodists  say  they 
will  immerse  you — and  they  will,  if  you 
force  them  to  It;  but  their ’s  is  not  an  im- 
mersing church  I have  soon  one  Methodist 
minister  immerse,  and  he  but  one  candidate. 
They  immerse  ks  a last  resort.  Your  case 
would  be  no  "Vxccption.  They  would  do 
their  utmost  to  jlhisuadc  you  from  your  pur 
pose,  aqd  if  yo*  were  determined  to  follow 
the  New  Testanjent  they  would  immerse  you 
rather  than  miks  you.  A man  demanded 
immersion  of  a Methodist  minister  and  he 
refused,  saying  “Some  other  way  will  do 
just  ns  well.”  : And  then  a Baptist  was 
nsked  if  he  wopld  immerse  him.  He  said: 
“If  you  are  converted,  try  me.’*  Then, 
when  the  Methodist  learned  what  was 
alsiut  to  happen^  he  immersed  the  applicant. 

That’s  the  way  it  goes!

And  really  I Icannot  blame  them  for  re- 
fusing to  inimjcrsc  as  long  a they  can 
avoid  it.  They! can  really  only  be  consist- 
ent with  themselves  by  not  immersing  at  all. 

1.  If  sprinkling  is  baptism,  then  immer- 
sion isn’t.  They  say  that  just  so  water  is 
used,  ‘ a spoonful’s  as  good  as  an  ocean 
full.  But  no  man  on  earth  can  reconcile 
that  statement  lith  the  entire  teaching  of 
the  New  Testament.  If  “burying  in  water” 
is  baptism,  then  “sprinkling  water  upon”* 
isn’t. 

"Vou  believe  tty*  former  only  is  baptism. 
How  can  you  consistently  ask  those  who 
believe  the  latter  also  is,  to  immerse  you? 

2.  Of  course,  they  can  immerse  you  in 
truth  but  1 doubt  if  they  can  do  so  io 
spirit.  But  all  at*ts  of  worship  ought  to  be 
in  spirit  as  well  [as  in  truth.  (Jno.  4:24). 

If  they  cannot  immerse  you  in  spirit,  their 
act  becomes  sacivligious,  and  you  will  be, 
in  part,  the  cause!  (perhaps  innocently)  of  it. 

3.  Tney  are  giuilty  of  enough  of  unkind 
cuts  at  immersinp  as  a religious  ordinance 
to  make  immersion  by  them  extremely  in- 
consistent. 

(1).  In  some  tracts  sent  out  by  their  pub- 
lishing house  a few  years  ago  the  following 
striking  sentences  appear: 

“Immersion  is  so  revolting  to  our  delicacy 
in  these  times,  that  we  cannot  but  think  it  1 
an  innovation.”  < 


"The  practice  of  immersion  is  indecent-’’ 

“Immersion  makes  those  who  are  clean 
every  whit  appear  more  like  objects  of 
grief,”  etc. 

“It  is  improbable  that  a religion  like  the 
Christian,  so  scrupulously  delifate,  should 
have  enjoined  the  immersion  women  by 
men,  and  in  the  presence  of  men.” 

“With  all  the  arrangements  of  modern 
times,  baptism  by  immersion  is  not  a decent 
practice;  then*  is  not  a female,  perhaps 
who  submits  to  it,  who  has  not  a great  pre- 
vious struggle  with  her  delicacy.” 

(2)  The  following  editorial  appeared  in 
the  columns  of  the  Alabama  Christian  Advo- 
cate not  very  long  since: 

“In  thc  Evangelist,  one  of  our  Baptist  ex- 
changes, a brother  is  running  a belabored 
article  on  the  brand  new  subject  of  Bap- 
tism.' Same  old  story — gleaning  the  mould- 
ed wheat  from  the  threshing-flopra  of  long’ 
ago.  Poor  old  Baptidzo ! They  have  ducked 
her  in  the  pools  and  mud-holes  until  abe  is 
pale,  thin,  and  almost  exhausted.  When  a 
brother  aces  her  beginning  to  show  some 
signs  of  resuscitation,  he  seizes  her  again 
and  down  under  the  water — however  cold 
or  stagnant — she  goes.  She  wheezes  now 
with  nsthma  and  coughs  like  a consumptive. 
Her  long  bony  arms  stretch  out  in  piteous 
pleadings  to  the  unmerciful  dipper,  but  he 
has  no  compassion  on  her.  He  grabs  those 
long  bony  fingers  in  one  hand,  and  with  the 
Other  he  grasps  her  by  thc  back  of  tne  neck, 
aud  back  into  that  little  drinking  place  in 
thc  desert,  the  size  of  a man’s  hat,  he  forces 
her.  Pity,  pity!  This  same  old  class  haul 
Out  tbc  dry  bones  of  some  remark  of  Wesley 
or  Wstson  (strange  how  much  stress  they 
lay  on  what  Wesley  said  then)  and  gnaw 
and  growl  over  these  bony  fragments  like 
half-starved  hounds.  Poor  fellows!  pity 
some  meat  is  not  on  them.  Will  not  some 
one  throw  them  some  bread!  Hut  thc  tribe 
is  rapidly  passing  away.  When  you  see  one 
of  thc  ‘bApti'dzo’  fellows,  his  elbows  are 
threadbare,  his  sleeve  cuffs  are  raveling,  his 
kn.vs  show  sign  of  too  long  stay  in  moist- 
ure, his  eyes  are  sunken  with  » glare — not 
of  fire,  but  of  an  extinguished  volcano,  his 
Adam’s  apple  has  the  appearance  of  the 
hump  on  a camel’s  back.  You  will  know 
him  when  you  see  him.  Poor  fellow!  he  has 
lived  too  much  in  the  river  swamps  to  re- 
cover. But  his  posterity  will  not  follow 
him.  Drop  a flower  on  his  grave  and  re- 
member he  is  the  remnant  of  a once  large 
and  hopeful  family.” 

Now,  I can’t  sec  how  any  denomination 
that  will  allow  its  official  organ  to  print  an 
editorial  like  the  abovet  can  consistently  im- 


it.  It  is  a mangling  of  the  Savior’s  ordi- 
nance. We  may,  ipdeed,  in  special  cases, 
and  in  condeK>  cnsi(th  to  weak  conscience^ 
administer  the  ordikhnee  by  plunging.” 

(2)  I have  a booklet  written  by  Dr.  J. 
F.  Sturdivant,  a prominent  member  of  ths 
North  Alabama  Conference.  He  has  named 
it  “A  Plain  Discussion  of  Baptism.”  It  is 
really  a scries  of  atticlee  run  in  the  Ala- 
bama Christian  advocate  a few  yean  ago, 
and  the  whole  is  a strenuous  effort  to  prove 
that  immersion  is  on  where  taught  in  the 
Bible.  I give  you  a few  sentences  from 
tiiis  very  learned  (f)  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject. In  the  doctor's  "preface”  he  states 
that  the  articles  were  written  at  the  request 
of  Rev.  J.  H.  McCoy,  who  was  then  the  edi- 
tor of  the  Advocate,  and  that  he  had  plaeed 
them  in  booklet  form  at  the  request  of  some 
of  his  brethren.  I,  therefore,  judge  that 
t'ncy  have  the  endorsement  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Here  are  some  specimen  sentences: 
“So  then  it  is  beyond  doubt  that  John  him- 
self did  not  practice  immersion,  snd  did  not 
even  stand  in  the  water  when  he  was  bap- 
tizing thc  crowds  who  came  out  to  him  ” 
"Mcthodiats  accept  and  practice  baptism 
by  immersion,  sprinkling,  or  pouring — not 
because  they  believe  immersion  taught  in 
thc  Bible,  but  because  they  believe  emphasis 
is  to  be  put  upon  the  thing,  and  not  the 
how.” 

“While  Methodists  practice  and  accept  all 
three  modes  of  baptism,  I do  not  believe 
there  is  any  scriptural  authority  for  immer- 
sion hs  a mode  of  baptism.” 

“I  do  not  recall  a Methodist  minister  who 
believes  immersion  m taught  in  the  Bible.” 

“A  majority  of  Chfifttims  do  not  find  im- 
mersion in  thc  Bible  at  all.” 

“The  modern  pool  is  an  effort  to  make 
immersion  nice.”  : 

“In  thc  large  number  of  baptisms  men- 
tioned, there  is  never  any  mention  of  wet 
clothes.  This  is  strange  if  any  one  was 
ever  immersed.”  j j 
“Immersion  as  a religious  rite,  is  an  inno- 
vation. There  is  no  command  to  immerse.” 

“Imitating  Christ  in  baptism  by  immer- 
sion is  a complete  failure.  The  effort  would 
be  amusing  jf  it  were  not  so  serious  a mat- 
ter." 

“I  make  the  aKs.*|iiion  that  no  man  can 
find  a clear  cut  cam}  of  baptism  by  immer- 
sion in  all  the  Bible.  Nor  doea  the  Bible 
teach  it.” 


4.  Tney  claim  that  immersion  is  not 
taught  in  the  Bible. 

(1)  Dr.  T.  O.  Snmmers.  one  of  their  brain- 
iest men,  said:  "Immersion  is  valid,  in  spite 
of  the  plunging,  and  not  is  conaequence  of

letter  out  of  any  spirit  of  malice.  The 
Methodists  are  very  dear  to  me.  I wouldn’t 
do  them  an  injury,  if  l could;  I'l  never  do 
them  an  injuatice,  if  I know  it.  They  are 
bad  wrong  on  the  immeraion  question. 

I do  not  think,  in  view:  of  the  above  quo- 
tations, that  they  ought  to  conaent  to  im- 
merse anybody;  I do  Qot  think  anybody 
(Continued  as  page  aix).

You  ask  second,  if  it  “is  not  true  that  all 
the  present  day  sects  sprung  out  of  the  16th 
century  reformation T”  In  reply  to  this  I 
would  sav,  first,  that  the  Baptists,  as  I have 
shown — are  not  a sect  in  the  sense  that  you 
understand  sects  There  are  sects  or  eeele- 
s'astieal  organizations  that  sprung  out  of 
the  reformation:  but  Baptists  disown  such 
organic  conditions.  Baptist  churches  do  not 
spring  out  of  anything— they  spring  up. 
Baptist  churches  existed  long  before  the 
16th  century. 

In  your  third  inquiry,  you  ask  if  it  is  not 
ceded  by  all  that  Baptists  sprung  from 
Roger  Williams!”  No;  not  if  they  sprung 
out  of  the  16th  century  reformation,  as  your 
first  inquiry  affirms.  Besides,  it  is  not  con- 
ceded by  all  that  the  Baptists  have  any 
organic  connection  with  Roger  Williams  It 
ia  claimed  by  some  that  Roger  Williams  or- 
ganized the  first  Baptist  church  in  America, 
but  the  claim  has  been  disputed  in  every  age 
since  then.  Belief  rests  on  testimony,  and 
here  is  the  testimony:  In  1639  Roger  Wil- 
liamn  invented  his  ehureh  at  Providenee,  R. 

I.,  and  in  1638  John  G-nke  collected  h reg- 
ular Baptist  congregation  a'  Newport  l)r. 
Garke  was  a Baptist  preacher,  and  Roger 
Williams  wns  sn  Episcopalian  who  had  im- 
diibed  some  Baptist  principles.  Roger  Wil- 
liams was  no  Baptist.  Every  -..sn  that  is 
dipped  in  water  is  not  s Baptist.  If  so,  the 
Mormons  are  Baptists 

You  declare  on  the  authority  of  God’i 
Word  that  “there  is  no  connecting  link 
that  hinds  the  Baptists  with  the  primitive 
ehureh.”  I am  candid  to  say  that  I like 
your  authority,  but  I cannot  accept  your 
declaration.  I will  admit  that  as  you  see 
things  there  is  no  such  link ; hut  if  you  will 
carefully  examine  the  doctrine*  and  practice* 
of  the  ehurehes  of  the  first  century,  and  then 
exam'ne  those  of  Baptist  congregations  of 
today,  you  will  see  a likeness  between  them. 

This  likeness  is  the  link  that  eonneeta  them. 

. You  know  it  is  a truism  that  “like  begets  i 
like.”  That  is  the  reason  that  these  “sects”  | 

you  refer  to  are  so  much  like  Rome.  They  i
